In order to prevent the waste 
of labor and parchment of paper 
and carton made for units small­ 
er than the pound size, the rule 
p rob atin g the manufacture or 
.sale of butter in less than pound 
prints has been amended so as 
to go into effect on January I, 
1919, instead of September is! 
1918. This is to prevent the 
waste of supplies of printed pa­ 
per and cartons already on hand. 
A fter th e first of the year no 
quarter or half-pound prints or 
an)' prints less than a pound can 
be made or sold; provided, how­ 
ever, that a retailer may cut a 
unit of a pound or more and sell 
a portion of any size demanded 
by his customers. 
The rule, it is expected, will 
result iii the .saving of consider­ 
able quantities of paper, a- much 
more is required 
to wrap a 
pound in quarters or halves than 
in one piece. There will also be 
a large saving in cartons and in 
the labor necessary in putting up 
the butter^
